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BALLOTING BY BUTTON 


Parliamentary voting by.-electricity: 
is hardly to be reckoned as a party 
pqjicy, and it has found no place in a 
political platform, but it is a subject 
which is quite likely to occupy more 
than the passing attention of the Unit- 
ed States congress next session. 


A young man of 25 ears has invent- 
ed a complicated but reliable electrical 
device. for registering parliamentary 


‘votes almost instantaneously, and had 


it not been for the legislative jam of 
the last congress it is probable that his 
invention would have been given a try- 
out as a resolution to that effect was 
favorably considered by the republican 
leaders of the lower house. The instal- 
lation of the system calls for an appro- 
‘priation of $125,000. 

The principal advantages claimed 
for the device are that all members can 
vote simultaneously by pressing but- 
tons at their seats; the vote of each 
member is ‘visually. shown to all oc- 
cupants of the éhamber by means of 
indicator boards on either side of the 
speaker’s roostrun; a compiete perforat- 
ed card recotd of the vote, including 
the totals, can be obtained by the clerk 
in a fraction of a minute by inserting 
a blank card in the recorder caginet and 
pressing a button. This means the con- 
servation of much valuable -time and 
absolute accuracy in the vote. The 
permanent record can not be altered; 
absentees are automatically recorded, 
printes’ and clerical mistakes are avoid- 
ed, and the record is made complete. 


In a recent congress 592 roll calls 
were made. They consumed a total of 
444 hours, or 88 legislative days: The 
value of this time, measured in terms of 
members’ salaries amounted to $664,-— 
244. One statistician who has a pen- 
chant for ‘‘figgering’” has discovered 
that the total time consumed in calling 
the roll during the sixty- -sixth congress, 
reduced to the time of one man work- 
ing five hours a day continuously, 
amgunted to more than 100 years. 
The automatic voting system allows 
about 10° minutes for all members in 
their, offices to come to the chamber 
and vote, if they, so desire. If the 
592 roll calls above mentioned had been 
taken automatically, the total time re- 
quired would have been 20 days, so 
that 68 working days would have been. 
saved to congress by the system. 


Another argument which seems not 
to have been advanced in favor of this 
voting system is that it would be quite 
effective in crippling, the fforts of op- 
ponents of proposed legislation to fili- 
buster. Speaker Tom Reed dealt a 
terific blow to the practice at one time, 
but since then it has been the custom 
when a filibuster in the house was on 
to order repeated roll calls, each of 
which takes 40 or45 minutes to make. 
Automatic and instantaneous voting 
would discourage that practice. 

The machine is so constructed as 
to prevent any tampering with the 
vote. It is supplied with three but- 


y tons, “Yea” “Nay” and “Present”— 


one of which can be pressed until the 
key is turned, and any one of which, 
when pressed, automatically locks all 
the others.
